ANY FORMS OF worldliness are so glaring 
they are easily recognized and identified. But 


not all. There is a form of worldliness that is 
so subtle that it is seldom recognized at all. 

Worldliness is a conformity to the world in pref- 
erence to a conformity to the laws of God. It is a 
spirit, a spirit both universal and ageless. Since modes 
and fashions and customs change from age to age and 
generation to generation, what is generally regarded 
as worldliness today was unknown and unconceived 
fifty or a hundred years ago. Frequently that which 
was regarded as worldly a generation ago is accepted 
in good conscience today, as though time could sancti- 
fy that which was once evil. 

We must recognize that this makes the entire con- 
cept of worldliness shallow and insufficient. These 
modes and fashions and customs are contemporary 
manifestations of worldliness. In the next generation 
the expressions or manifestations may have entirely 
different forms, ways not dreamed of today, but the 
spirit of unholy conformity remains the same. For 
this reason we often miss the point when we empha- 
size the manifestation of the evil, which is often phy- 
sical, to the neglect of the cause, which is spiritual. 
It is similar to a physician who treats the symtoms 
instead of the disease or a person who tries to destroy 
a bad smell without removing the rotting matter that 
causes it. 

This is not to say that we should not mention these 
worldly manifestations. We should and we must. We 
must go further, however, and try to eliminate the 
cause, for only then will the effect be actually re- 
moved. It is impossible to list or enumerate all the 
forms worldliness is apt to take; neither can we legis- 
late against or even formally denounce every worldly 
manifestation or expression point by point. 

The Bible itself does not undertake to do so. It is 
good that it does not, for the things that were ap- 
pearances of worldliness in the day of Christ are not 
common today, and the modern manifestations were 
not known when the Scriptures were written. The 
seed and root of worldliness never changes, and that 
is what the Word of God denounces. It is a spirit that 
resists the Spirit of God and embraces the spirit of the 
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Message 


world. It may take one form today and another to- 
morrow, so diverse and in such multitude that it is 
impossible to even keep up with them. 

Perhaps it is foolish to try. 

Perhaps that is what the devil wants us to do, for 
then we would be engaged in an impossible chase 
against flying sparks when we should give attention 
to the blaze from whence they come. There is one 
spirit of worldliness but it has manifestations beyond 
calculation. 

Some are glaring, obnoxious, self-evident. It is easy 
for us to jump on these with such relish that we ignore 
those that are less conspicuous, but nonetheless dam- 
aging and sinful. Worse still, it is easy to spend our 
time treating symptoms while the disease itself eats 
our lives away. 

When our habits are more harmonious with the spir- 
it of the world than they are with the Spirit of God, 
then we are worldly. This is immediately recognized 
when it involves recreation, dress, speech, associations 
or other physical matters. These can and often do be- 
come evil expressions of a worldly spirit. They must be 
guarded against and their appearance should reveal 
that there is something wrong in the heart. 

But what about our ambitions, our attitudes, our 
secret delights, or our affections? These inner char- 
acteristics can be just as strongly conformed to the 
world as our outward habits. These inward forms are 
subtle and destructive. They often hide under a cloak 
of piety, and the person who has worldly ambitions 
can in time convince himself that his desire is for the 
good of the church and the kingdom. The same thing 
is true about the other spiritual and mental manifes- 
tations of a worldly spirit. 

Worldliness is a spirit in man, a spirit that con- 
forms to the world in preference to the Spirit of God. 
It causes some to dress immodestly, others to seek 
unholy amusement, others to desire prominence, others | 
to covet possessions, others to despise all who disagree 
with them, and still others to be timid about their 
Lord. It is all a spirit that conforms to this world 
and its standards, customs and spirit. 

There is only one answer to the problem—consecra-

again Christian is the grave responsibility of 

closely guarding his own life and keeping it 
under subjection through obedience to the Lord Jesus 
Christ; so much the more those who are fathers or 
heads of homes.

That, however, cannot be true 
because our thoughts and actions mold not only our 
own lives but also those about us. (“O when wilt thou 
come unto me?”) David knew full well that if he 
kept these vows to God it could only be motivated 
from within, out of a perfect heart because the heart 
is the seat of all principles and the fountain of all 
actions. “He that hath no rule over his own spirit is 
like a city that is broken down, and without walls.” 

All the passions, appetites and desires of the flesh 
are a God-given trust and must be regarded accord- 
ingly. These are to prompt or urge the creative act 
and not for our own personal gratification. Over- 
indulgence in any of these becomes the sin of intem-

perance which will break down the law of resistance 
and lead on into the fields of unlawful pleasures. 
“Put a knife to thy throat if thou be a man given to 
appetite.” If taking in food to the natural body was 
just a daily routine void of hunger pangs, we would 
neglect ourselves. Our strength would diminish and 
the human family would eventually become extinct. 
“Labor not to be rich.” God demands that we arrive 
at a happy medium in every phase of life. The slug- 
gard should consider the ant and lay by in store 
something for a rainy day; but on the other hand, 
when his barns become full he should consider the 
rich fool and slow down. It was not until the rich 
man purposed in his heart that he would pull down 
his barns and build greater ones that God sent judg- 
ment upon him. 

The human family could not exist without the sun; 
yet a sunstroke will kill. Fire and water are essential 
to human life; however, out of control they can prove 
very destructive. Money, houses and land are need- 
ful; yet God bitterly denounces overindulgence in any 
of them.

The fact 
remains that we remember eighty percent of that 
which we see, and only twenty percent of that which 
we hear. 





























Ecclesiastes 7:29, “Lo, this only have I found, that 
God hath made man upright; but they have sought 
out many inventions.” Sin unblushingly stalks into 
many homes today. I hope I am not misunderstood. 
There is nothing wrong with the window through 
which fresh air may enter to grace the home, but 
certainly it should be screened to keep out the insects. 
In this modernistic push-button age in which we now 
live, at the twist of a knob wicked things can be set 
before our eyes—beer, whisky, wine and tobacco ad- 
vertisements; improperly dressed dancers; Hollywood 
divorce evil; murder pictures; boxing; wrestling; lust- 
ful love scenes, and such like—which are a long way 
from gracing a Christian home. 

The Holy Spirit is symbolized by a dove; a dove 
is very sensitive and is easily frightened away. It is 
too late to lock the barn door after the horse has been 
stolen. It will not be an easy task to legislate right- 
eousness into the youth after their minds have been 
warped and twisted through beholding wicked things. 
In Psalm 119:37, David said, “Turn away mine eyes 
from beholding vanity” (that which is vain, void, emp- 
ty, idle or useless). 

Some things may not appear to be either good or 
bad, but those persons who spend much time behold- 
ing vanity and little or no time in the closet of prayer 
may identify themselves with the foolish virgins when 
Christ returns. Man has a dual personality, and the 
personality which receives the most nourishment usu- 
ally dominates. Heart-searching and heart-touching 
sermons are born in the closet, prepared in the study, 
preached in the pulpit and received in the pews. The 
sermon that has only started in the library has not 
been born. It may reach the pulpit impregnated with 
much divine truth but striking a nonconductor it 
drops powerless and dead and the pews receive no 
current. 

We shall ever look back with profound gratitude 
to God for the revival we closed in Johnson City, 
Tennessee. After the church had been fasting and 
praying for two weeks, the break came on Sunday 
night of the second week. There was no choir singing, 
no preaching and no offering, just an altar service 
for about two hours. Thirteen testified to being born 
again, and seven were filled with the Holy Ghost. 
Such revivals come only through much sacrifice and 
much self-denial. It remains to be seen what God 
would do if the Church would come together in one 
united effort for a world-wide revival. 

There is a burning in my heart as I write this. 
The Lord is depending on us to carry this message 
to the world and hasten His soon coming. Famishing 
souls today are flocking to Gilead to find no balm; 
multitudes come to the fountain only to find broken 
cisterns. 1 Corinthians 9:27, “But I keep under my 
body, and bring it into subjection: lest that by any 
means, when I have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway.” He that is unable to discipline 
his own life is a poor example to teach others the way 
of righteousness. It is through the Spirit we bring 
under our body and through constant, habitual com- 
munion with God we keep it under subjection. Prayer 
is the Christian’s vital breath.

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composed of two separate groups; namely, Bi- 

ble Standard, Inc., founded in Eugene, Ore- 
gon, under the leadership of the Reverend Fred Horn- 
shuh, in 1919, and Open Bible Evangelistic Association, 
founded in Des Moines, Iowa, under the leadership 
of the Reverend John R. Richey in 1932. 

Because of similarities in structure, purpose, and 
doctrine, an amalgamation took place on July 26, 
1935, under the combined name “Open Bible Stand- 
ard Churches,” with headquarters in Des Moines, 
Iowa. Two hundred ten ministers were in the group. 
Historical roots of the parent groups reach back to 
the outpouring of the Holy Spirit in 1906 at Azusa 
Street in Los Angeles, California, and to the great 
full gospel movement in the Midwest. Both groups 
were organized under the impetus of Pentecostal re- 
vival. 

A warm spirit of fellowship seemed to permeate all 
the activities. The fervor of youth and fire of evan- 
gelism swept the annual conventions. Simple faith, 
freedom from fanaticism, emphasis on evangelism and 
missions, and free fellowship with other groups were 
characteristics of the growing organization. 
Nationally-known leaders from other groups, such 
as Paul Rader, Ernest Williams, Raymond T. Richey, 
Dr. Phillip Wittich, and Dr. A. W. Kortkamp were 
chosen as convention speakers and added their part 
to the democracy of the fellowship. 

The highest governing body is the General Con- 
ference which meets annually and is composed of all 
licensed and ordained ministers and one lay delegate 
from each church. A thirty-three member General 
Board of Directors composed of area superintend- 
ents from five geographical divisions, national offi- 
cers, and department heads handles the regular busi- 
ness of the church. The Executive Committee, com- 
posed of six officers, superintends the details of ad- 
ministration for the conference with its ten depart- 
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ments. Individual churches are congregationally gov- 
erned and locally owned, and are affiliated by a char- 
ter with the Open Bible Standard Churches. Two 
hundred sixty-four churches and 792 ministers are 
affiliated with the conference. 

Official Bible training schools, with a total enroll- 
ment of 400, are as follows: Bible Standard College, 
Eugene, Oregon; California Open Bible Institute, Pasa- 
dena, California; Dayton Bible Institute, Dayton, Ohio; 
Open Bible College, Des Moines, Iowa; St. Petersburg 
Bible Institute, St. Petersburg, Florida. The Sunday 
School department is promoting the “Standard of 
Progress” which has caused a great increase in Sun- 
day School efficiency. The youth group, “United Over- 
comers International” has raised thousands of dol- 
lars for missions and has active groups in foreign 
missions fields. Inspiration Press and Book Store is 
now printing and distributing Pentecostal literature 
for the conference. The Message of the Open Bible 
is the official magazine. 

The Women’s World Fellowship with its hundreds 
of circles is active in missionary and church projects. 

Mission stations are located in Japan, Liberia, 
French West Africa, Cuba, Jamaica, and Trinidad, 
with sixty adult missionaries under appointment. One 
hundred five nationals are enrolled as theological 
students in foreign lands. Mission properties total a 
value of $257,000. 

A newly-established home extension program called 
“Expansion—America” resulted in the establishment 
of twenty-nine new congregations in the past con- 
ference year. Open Bible Standard churches are now 
located in twenty-four states with the greatest con- 
centration of churches located in the Central, Mid- 
west, and Pacific coast areas. Thirteen churches are 
located in the city of Des Moines, Iowa, at the na- 
tional headquarters.

Only holiness can 
remove that. The Spirit of God is the only proof 
against the subtle spirit of this age.

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Two Thirds of U.S. Adults 
Claim to Be Protestants 


Two out of three adult Americans 
class themselves as Protestants and 
one in four as Roman Catholic, ac- 
cording to a recent report by the 


Census Bureau in Washington. The 
report ‘was based on a sample sur- 
vey made by the Bureau last 
March, before it was decided that 
a question on religion would not be 
included in the 1960 census. The 
completely voluntary tabulation in- 
dicated that 96 per cent of Ameri- 
cans of age 14 and older had a re- 
ligion, 3 per cent had none, and 1 
per cent gave no report. Some 79,- 
000,000 persons regard themselves 
as Protestant, 30,700,000 as Roman 
Catholic, 3,900,000 as Jewish, 1,500,- 
000 as having some other religion, 
and 3,200,000 as having no religion, 
the report revealed. 

Among the Protestants, 23,500,- 
000 consider themselves Baptists, 
16,700,900 Methodists, 8,400,000 Lu- 
therans, and 6,700,000 Presbyter- 
ians. e 23,700,000 other Protes- 
tants of 14 and over “were dis- 
tributed among many smaller de- 
nominations,” the Bureau said, and 
were not shown separately in the 
report. 


Dr. Lewi Petrus, who is pastor of 
the famous Philadelphia Church, 
Stockholm, Sweden, will be the 
speaker at the Sunday morning 
communion service of the Fifth 
World Conference of Pentecostal 
Churches, which will convene in the 
Canadian National Exhibition Park, 
Toronto, Canada, September 14-21. 

Delegates from more than 30 
countries will attend. Choirs in na- 
tional costumes will be heard at 
various services. Plans are being 
made for an attendance of more 
than 30,000 on the closing Sunday 
afternoon when the world evangel- 
ism rally will be held in the C.N.E. 
Grandstand Stadium. 
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The 74-year-old Swedish cleric is 
pastor of what is believed to be the 
largest Protestant church on the 
continent of Europe. Organized in 
1910 with 29 members, the Phila- 
delphia Church now has an adult 
voting membership of 7,000 and has 
a major responsibility in the sup- 
port of 400 overseas missionaries. 
The church edifice seats more than 


Not confining his interests to 
strictly evangelical activities, this 
cleric, who is a typical quiet, digni- 
fied, unhurried Swede, has occupied 
himself with the social, economic, 
intellectual and political life of his 
country and his fellow Christians 
throughout the world, and in pub- 
lishing and radio in particular. 

In 1916 he initiated the publica- 
tion of Evangelii Harold (Gospel 
Herald), a religious weekly with a 
circulation of 60,000. In 1945 in col- 
laboration with Karl Ottoson, a 
Swedish industrialist, he founded 
Dagen (The Day), a daily secular 
newspaper which currently has a 
circulation of 25,000 and is sold on 
the newsstands throughout Sweden. 


Believing that Christians should 
control their own economic welfare 
as well as church life, in 1952 Dr. 
Petrus led his colleagues in estab- 
lishing a saving and credit bank, 
which in turn helps to finance 
sound church undertakings. 

In 1955 the pastor-statesman had 
the distinction of winning a moral 
victory over the socialist govern- 
ment that has held power in Swe- 
den since World War I. The Social- 
Democrats, a slightly left-of-center 
political party, while allowing com- 
petition and a degree of private 
enterprise in some areas, has rigid- 
ly imposed a state-controlled radio 
system on Sweden in which no pri- 
vate radio stations are allowed. Not 
only does it control the technical 
aspects, such as wave lengths, but 
reserves the right to censor content 
in the religious field. 

Notwithstanding the fact that 





the Pentecostals are the largest 
nonconformist group in the coun- 
try—second only to the State 
church—the state radio limited the 
entire Pentecostal community to 
three broadcasts per year, and in- 
sisted on censoring out Biblical su- 
pernaturalism. 

When after several years of ne- 
gotiation it was impossible to se- 
cure remedial action, Dr. Petrus 
took steps to organize the IBRA 
radio station in Tangier, North 
Africa. After the groundwork was 
completed, equipment and fran- 
chise acquired, the Swedish socialist 
government tried to block the 
Tangier radio station by forbid- 
ding the Swedish Pentecostal peo- 
ple the = to export $40,000 
raised for t purpose. 


The issue broke in the Swedish ° 


Parliament, where the governmen- 
tal action was the subject of sharp 
debate for three days. Members of 
both opposition parties (Conserva- 
tive and Liberal) charged that in 
view of the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars which the government 
allowed to be exported every year 
for pornographic literature, al- 
legedly without any restrictions, 
they claimed the refusal to let 
church people export their money 
for a missionary radio station was 
the rankest of religious discrimi- 
nation and the denial of the right 
of free speech. Finally, Prime Min- 
ister Tag Erlander sent for Dr. 
Petrus in effort to find a face- 
saving solution. The IBRA radio 
station now broadcasts on three 
wave lengths, 5 hours a day, with 
more than 150 million known lis- 
teners. Now the Swedish govern- 
ment boasts that it has a “dual” 
radio system, pointing to IBRA as 
its second outlet! IBRA’s radio pro- 
grams appear in 225 daily papers 
throughout Sweden, along the pro- 
gram listings of the state radio. 

Of late, Pastor Petrus has been 
active in the problems of Stock- 
holm’s 17,000 alcoholics and the 
election of committed Christians to 
the Swedish Parliament on a non- 
partisan basis, crossing both party 
lines and church membership. In 
this he has been closely allied to 
clerical and lay members of the 
State church and the Salvation 
Army. 


Saint Christopher and the 
Vanguard 


Last March 17 the Vanguard 
missile roared off into the blue 
from Cape Canaveral, Florida, and 
soon its satellite was declared to be 
in orbit. When it was clearly a suc- 
cess newspapers were notified by a 
spokesman for the Martin Com- 
pany, which developed the missile, 
that an image of St. Christopher 
had gone along for the ride. Chris- 
topher is the patron saint of trav- 


























elers, and a faithful Roman Cath- 
olic would likely tell you that the 
medal was responsible for the suc- 
cess of the project. 

In Washington, a Navy spokes- 
man said that the addition of the 
medal was entirely the project of 
the Martin Company, although he 
admitted that it had the approval 
of a Navy official at the launch- 
ing site. No approval from Wash- 
ington was considered necessary. 
The idea was originated by F. Paul 
Lipinski, an engineer with the 
Martin Company at Cape Ca- 
naveral. 

In Baltimore, a spokesman for 
the Martin Company emphasized 
that the medal could not have gone 
aboard the Vanguard without Navy 
approval, and that the approval 
had come from a Protestant. Other 
company engineers signing the au- 
tho tion included Catholic, 
Protestant, Jew and Greek Ortho- 
dox. The necessary papers, giving 
“addition of divine guidance” as 
the reason, were signed one week 
before the launching, and the med- 
al was attached at that time. 

Will similar medals be attached 
to subsequent missiles? No, the 
Navy man said, not unless the com- 
pany decides to do it over again. 
The Martin official agreed that the 
answer would be “no”—unless the 
Navy decided to give the approval 
again. 

Both men declared that similar 
medals had not been attached to 
previous missiles which had been 
unsuccessful. 

“Was there any feeling that the 
satellite success was due to the 
medal?” we asked. No comment. 
“No one factor was responsible for 
the success,” the other man said, 
but he thought it might have 
helped. 


Report Shows 71,000 Israel 
Immigrants Last Year 


Israel received more than 71,000 
Jewish immigrants from all parts 
of the world in 1957, officials re- 
ported recently. Included in the 
total were about 30,600 from Po- 
land, 13,000 from Egypt, 12,000 from 
elsewhere in North Africa, 7.400 
Hungary, 1,400 from the Soviet 
Union, 960 from South Africa, 188 
from Britain, 180 from the United 
States, 75 from South Africa, 6 
from Ireland and 1 each from Nor- 
way and Aden. 


ATLANTA, Ga.—The city of At- 
lanta hereafter will expect church- 
es to pay their tax bills in. full. 
Formerly it was the custom to let 
churches settle their tax bills for 
street improvements by paying 
one-quarter of the assessed 
amount. Now the city’s legal de- 


partment says Atlanta can’t allow 
the 75 ex cent reduction any more. 
The city will gain about $30,000 a 
year at the expense of the church- 
es. 


Annual National Family 
Week Slated for May 4-11 


National Family Week, sponsored 
annually by the National Sunday 
School Association, will be observed 
across the nation May 4-11. The 
theme this year will be “Put Christ 
in His Future .. . NOW!” and is 
designed to emphasize the impera- 
tive of establishing strong Chris- 
tian homes now to insure the fu- 
_— of our children and our na- 

on. 

Announcing the theme for this 
year, Clate A. Risley, Executive 
Secretary of the National Sunday 
School Association, declared: “Sun- 
day School and church must be a 
family affair if the church is to 
make an impact upon the home life 
of America. If this is to be done 
the churches must become more 
concerned with the families of their 
neighborhood. This is the reason 
NSSA sponsors National Family 
Week each year.” 

In West Germany, the capital 
city of Bonn, once almost en ely 
Roman Catholic, is now about 
evenly divided between Protestants 
and Catholics, according to recent 
school statistics. Influx of refugees 
and eevee See workers has 
brought about the change, the re- 
ports said. To meet increased needs 
for schools for Protestant chil- 
dren, the city is constructing two 
new schools and planning a third 
in the next year. In the elementary 
schools, 27 per cent of the pupils 
are Protestant. In the city’s seven 
higher schools, from 50 to 80 per 
cent of the pupils are Protestant. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Com- 
munist agents are being trained 
for anti-missionary work through- 
out the world, Roman Catholic Au- 
xiliary Bishop James H. Griffiths 
of New York said recently. Rus- 
sia’s program to undermine the 
work of Christian missionaries has 
increased in tempo, the prelate 
said. Several hundred Africans 
completed a course in Moscow in 
1956 designed to prepare agents to 
counteract Christian influences in 
various parts of Africa, and Yugo- 
slavia has opened a center to train 
counter-missionaries for that coun- 
try, he said. 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina—The 
Reverend Oswald J. Smith of To- 
ronto, Canada, is preaching in 
Buenos Aires after conducting 
three crusades in Brazil and one in 
Uruguay. There was a total at- 
tendance of 66,000 in the first four 


crusades, with 1,171 making first- 
time “decisions for Christ.” Crowds 
at Buenos Aires are the biggest yet, 
averaging 15,000 each night and 
25,000 on Sundays. Over 300 step 
out to make “first-time deci- 
sions” every night. Dr.. Smith 
writes: “The Buenos Aires Cam- 
paign is the greatest movement of 
the Spirit of God that I have wit- 
ae in the 50 years of my min- 
stry.” 


Poll Finds ‘Old-Time Religion’ 
in Modern Majority 


Almost three out of every four 
Protestant ministers classify them- 
selves as “conservative” or “fun- 
damentalist,” according to a recent 
poll conducted by Opinion Re- 
search Corp. of Princeton, New 
Jersey, for Christianity Today mag- 
azine. 

The figures were based on in- 
terviews conducted with ministers 
last October and November. Accord- 
ing to the findings, 30% of Ameri- 
can Protestant clergymen say they 
are “conservative” in their theo- 
logical position, while anonther 35% 
consider themselves “fundamental- 
ist.” The survey showed 14% of in- 
terviewed ministers in the “liberal” 
category and the remaining 12% 
“neo-orthodox.” ,, 

Tabulations were made from an- 
swers to the question, “Just how 
would you generally classify your 
theological position: Fundamental- 
ist, Conservative, Neo-Orthodox, 
Liberal, or some other category?” 
It was left to the ministers to class- 
ify themselves on the basis of their 
own understanding of the terms. 
The surveying agency said the poll 
of ministers was “thoroughly rep- 
resentative.” 


Of the ministers interviewed, 33% 
said it is not essential to preach 
and teach the doctrine that the 
Bible is verbally inspired by God 
in original writing. Nevertheless, 
the large majority of these clergy- 
men said that on the whole they 
accept most of the basic tenets as 
follow: God as creator of man, lit- 
eral resurrection of Christ, Christ 
as Saviour and Lord, one sovereign 
God, Bible as the authoritative rule, 
Christ as the Son of God, Bible 
verbally inspired by God in original 
writings, virgin birth of Christ, vi- 
carious substitutionary atonement 
of Christ, literal return or “second 
coming” of Christ, unity of all be- 
lievers in Christ. 

The survey found 89% of all 
clergymen in favor of teaching and 
preaching the doctrine. of the 
unique deity of Christ as Son of
